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Concrete Is 
Now Pouring 
Into the Dam 

After months of preliminary 
preparation, the work of pouring 
concrete for the flood control dam 
in the Big Santa Anita Canyon 
commenced on Wednesday. 

It was an anxious day for Res- ^ 
ident Engineer B. R. Metcalf and 
the construction crew of Ross 
Brothers, contractors. For there 
was every indication of rain. Un¬ 
til night fall it was a question 
whether the big hole in the bot¬ 
tom of the canyon would be filled 
with concrete or with storm water 
and gravel. 

Thursday was even more threat¬ 
ening, but there was not enough 
precipitation to interfere with 
operations and the work got the 
start of the weather man. 

It is expected that work will 
progress rapidly from this time 
forward. When completed the 
dam will be $25 feet high. It 
will be of the constant angle 
arch type and the total cost will 
be more than $800,000. It will 
impound a large amount of storm 
water, which can be released 
gradually enough to insure pen¬ 
etration into the water bearing 
gravel of the Raymond basin, in¬ 
stead of being wasted in storm 
flow to the sea.

THE OTHER SIDE— 

The letter is printed because 
this woman’s experience is so dif¬ 
ferent from what usually happens 
in Sierra Madre. 

Within a block of the address 
she gives there is a mother with 
a sick son who told me last week 
she had never been in a town 
where people were so cordial and 
evidently anxious to be helpful, 
After two months they feel as if 
this were really their home town. 
Scarcely a week passes but 1 am 
told of some act of friendly help¬ 
fulness which indicates that their 
experience is more typical than 
that of the writer of that letter. 

The' day I received the letter 
I could not get it off my mind. 
In the evening I mentioned it to a 
man who had brought his family 
here about a year ago. He could 
• not understand it at all in the 
light of hi: own experience and 
that of other members of his 
family. 

My own observation of the var¬ 
ious churches indicates an unusu¬ 
ally' cordial attitude toward new 
: comers. True, 1 have seen many 
strangers slip Into a seat near the 
door, arid then “heat it” with the 
benediction without allowing any 
one a chance to greet them. And 
some of them, I learned later, 
criticised the church people for 
being “cold.”

There are many occasions other 
| than church services where new 
comers would find themselves wel¬ 
come. Every week they are an¬ 
nounced in the News. But re¬ 
member this: The person next

dence greater than your own. If 
you fail to make some advance, 

J both of you may go away feeling 
! the whole world is wrong. If 
you show a disposition to go half 
way, or even a quarter of the 
way, in meeting people, you will

ra Madre as warm hearted and 
cordial as any on earth. 

As to the good old fashioned 
custom of calling at people’s 
homes, it has gone the way of 
congress shoes and hoop skirts.

Water Plane Community Easter Serviee 40 Years of Water Rates 
of Valley at To Be Held Sunday Morn Church Life To Be Raised 
Lowest Level On Knoll Above Canyon Are Marked By The City 


The Division of Water Rights j 
of the department of public works 
of California issued a statement 
this week on their investigation 
of the water levels in the San i 
Gabriel valley as of December, 
1925, and January 1926, including 
a map prepared under the direc¬ 
tion of Harold Conkling, hydraulic 
engineer. 

The Division of Water Rights 
is making observations on water 
levels in 462 wells in San Gab- , 
riel valley. On about half of 
these, occasional observations only 
are made, on the others system- j 
atic observations are the rule. 
Around the outside of the valley 
where geological structure is com¬ 
plex, with consequent increase in 
the complexity of underground 
water movements, a larger per¬ 
centage of the existing wells are 
being measured to accurately lo¬ 
cate the ground water courses. 

Water Iswel Falling 

From the investigations it is 1 
seen that water levels have fallen 
lower in the present than in the 
previous cycle of drought, which 
ended in 1904, although the pre¬ 
ceding cycle was more severe than 
the present and although the pres¬ 
ent cycle may not have run its 
course. It is also evident that in 
most localities in San Gabriel 
valley, water levels have risen and 
fallen with the cyclic variation in 
precipitation which, it is com¬ 
mencing to be believed, is charac¬ 
teristic of Southern California. 

In other localities in the valley 
water levels have receded even 
when a rise was taking place in 
most places. In a few others, 
along the east and west margins 
of the Main Basin and not yet 
heavily pumped, they may have 
remained fairly constant through¬ 
out the period of record, which 
includes almost a complete cycle 
of excess precipitation and 
drought, the lust phase of which 
is believed not yet ended. 

Coastal I’loin Conditions 

A considerable variation in con¬ 
ditions also prevails in the Coast¬ 
al l’lain, concerning which area it 
is expected that a later publica¬ 
tion will be issued. 

In the Coastal Plain conditions 
are such that a worthwhile map 
of the contours of the water plane 
can he drawn of the upper part 
only. This is because of the ex¬ 
istence of artesian pressure which 
varies with the different artesian 
strata which the different wells 
tap in the lower part. A similar 
series of systematic measurements 
is being made in the Coastal Plain 
of 109 wpIIs. The area covered 
is from Harbor boulevard on the 
west to a line about three miles 
east of Artesia on the east and 
from Montebello Hills as fur to 
the south as wells exist.

Observance of the 40th anni¬ 
versary of the founding of the 
I Congregational church was a fea- 
| ture of the preaching service on 
Sunday morning. Dr. A. O. 
Pritchard, the pastor, called atten¬ 
tion to the fact that while the 
east has its centenary celebrations 
I on the west coast an age of iO 
years marks an institution as 
something of a pioneer. 

Dr. J. . Campbell of Claremont 
gave an inspiring talk, drawing 
on the richness of his 86 years of 
; ex erience, and recalling some of 
: the features of his own seven 
years in the community. 

A paper prepared by J. C. 
Dickson and read by Mrs. Dickson 
| told interestingly of the beginnings 
and development of the church 
during its 40 years. Among things 
brought out was the fact that ( 
tlie Sunday school was the mother 
of this church, having been organ¬ 
ized in 1882, the next year after 
the first settlements in Sierra 
Madre. This met in the public 
school house, which was a small 
building located at Hermosa anil 
I.ive Oak avenues. Occasional 
preaching services were held by 
neighboring clergymen. Some of 
the residents drove to San Gabriel 
or Pasadena for them. The aud¬ 
ience evidently enjoyed good mus¬ 
ic for we are informed that W. S. 
Andrews was in the habit of driv¬ 
ing to church eacli Sabbath ac¬ 
companied not only by his goo I 
i wife and child, but by the family 
organ and wood for the fires as 
well. 

In the fall of 1885 regular 
preaching services were held in 
the old school house, located at 
the corner of Central and Baldwin 
avenues, by the Rev. M. L. Gor¬ 
don, a missionary from Japan, 

• who was on a visit to this coun¬ 
try. 

The next spring so much inter¬ 
est in the foundation of a church 
had developed that several meet¬ 
ings were held looking forward 
to such an organization. 

Finally on Saturday, March 27. 
1886, a number of Christian be¬ 
lievers having become persuaded 
that it was God’s will far them 
to associate themselves and to or- ! 
ganize as a Congregational 
Church, and having agreed among 
themselves for such a purpose, 
and requested neighboring Con¬ 
gregational churches to examine 
their condition and advise them in 
the premises by invitation from 
them an ecclesiastical council 
assembled at the school house at 
11 a. m. and organized the First 
Congregational Church of Sierra 
Madre with a membership of 
thirteen persons. 

Of these, three were from the 
Presbyterian denomination, three 
from the Methodist, three from 
ttie Congregational, two from the 
Baptist and two came on con¬ 
fession of faith. 

The names of the charter mem¬ 
bers were Mr. C. Edward Cook, 
Mrs. C. E. Cook, Mrs. Mary A. 
Abbey, Joseph W. Goodwin, Mrs. 
Mary A. Reed. Mrs. Fidelia Blan¬ 
chard, Mrs. Josephine E. White, 
j Irving A. White, Hubert A. 
Whitehead, Mrs. Fanny A. An¬ 
drews, Mrs. Annelta M. Carter, 
A. Florence Carter, and George 
i B. Davis. 

The church, finding the school 
house with the low seats, rather 
an uncomfortable place, moved in 
1889 to the public library. In 
December of the same year it 
j was voted to build on Central 
i avenue. This was made possible 
by the generous gift of two lots 
of land by Messrs. C. E. Cook 
and W. S. Andrews. The building 
was publicly dedicated with ap¬ 
propriate exercises Dec. 14, 1890. 

The longest pastorate in the 
history of the church was that of 
Rev. E. E. P. Abbott, who served 
for eigtit years. The next was 
lhat of Dr. J. M. Campbell, who 
i served for seven years, from 1905 
to 1912. The present pastor, Dr. 
Albert O. Pritchard, began his 
ministry on Jan. 17, 1926.

Increase of water rates which 
will provide additional revenue of 
several thousand dollars a year 
is proposed by the city trustees. 
City Attorney Baker was instruct¬ 
ed by the board at their last 
meeting to bring in an ordinance 
increasing all flat rates by 25 
cents a month and making a pro¬ 
portionate increase in rates on 
metered water. 

Revision of the complete sched¬ 
ule is proposed. The items in most 
use are to be charged as follows: 

First 500 feet or less, $1.50 in¬ 
stead of $1.25. 

Next 1000 cubic feet or less, 12 
cents per 100 instead of 10 cents. 
Next 1000 cubic feet or less, 10 
cents per 100 cubic feet. 

Over 2500 cubic feet, 7 cents 
per 100 cubic feet. 

The increase in fiat rates alone 
on approximately 1200 connec¬ 
tions would increase the water 
revenue by $3600 yeariy. Even 
allowing for some decrease in the 
use of water at the higher rates, 
the proposed meter rates would 
doubtless bring a considerable in¬ 
crease in revenue. 

Discussing the purpose of the 
increase, Chairman Sparks said 
the revenue would be used in purt 
for completion of the improve¬ 
ments contemplated in l he last 
water bond issue but for which 
there was not enough money, and 
in part for the improvement of 
East Grand View avenue frontage 
of the water department land. 
The entire north frontage of the 
30-acre tract lies along Grand 
View avenue. Many of the pro¬ 
perty owners are anxious to have 
ttie street paved to connect with 
Santa Anita drive in Arcadia. The 
city would have to pay its share 
of the improvement in cash and 
the general fund could not stand 
the strain. The proposed increase 
in water revenues seems to offer 
the only alternative.

Reviewing the results of the 
new law requiring applicants for 
operators licenses to pass an ex¬ 
amination .as to their qualifica¬ 
tions and fitness to drive, Will H. 
Marsh, chief of the division of 
motor vehicles, announces that the 
state officials have examined the 
applications of approximately 
170,000 prospective drivers since 
the law became effective eight 
months ago. 

Characterizing the law as “the 
biggest step toward highway 
safety California has ever taken,” 
Marsh said he believes hundreds 
of serious accidents have been 
averted by the examinations which 
compel motorists to learn to 
drive. 

Although the actual number of 
persons definitely refused a li¬ 
cense is only forty-six, the motor 
vehicle chief declares this is no 
basis for measuring results. Thou¬ 
sands of applicants, he said, have 
been compelled to demonstrate, 
by practical driving tests, their 
fitness to handle cars while hun¬ 
dreds of others were compelled to 
take the tests two or three times 
before receiving cards. 

Study of Driving Required 

“Great masses of people are 
thus being compelled to study the 
art of driving carefully,” he said. 
‘The incompetents are rapidly be¬ 
ing eliminated. 

“The law still lacks teeth and 
ought to be strengthened. One 
wav would be to provide Jor the 
annual renewal of all jperators 
cards with a provision whereby 
violations of the law could be 
noted on the card. Such a system 
would provide a check on the en¬ 
tire driving population.” 

Of the forty-six rejections, sev¬ 
enteen, or more than one-third, 
were because of inability to read 
road signs. Nineteen were found 
incompetent and given up as 
"hopeless” by the examining of¬ 
ficers. One was under 14, the 
legal age limit, another was reck¬ 
less and another a user of nar¬ 
cotic drugs. Two refused to take 
the tests. 

Six were rejected because of 
physical disability. 

The division’s records show ap¬ 
proximately 2,800,000 persons 
have driving licenses in Califor¬ 
nia. Of these about 15 per cent

O NE can get used to anything, 1 
have heard It suld, except 
hanging, and possibly the reason 
for this one exception is that not a 
great many men—not enough, in 
fact, some people think- get any 
practice in being hanged.

She found the wa¬ 
ter Insipid, and the awful stillness 
of the night broken only by a crick¬ 
et's chirp, or a dog barking at a 
distant farmhouse, got on tier 
nerves to such an extent that she 
could scarcely endure It. 

She had become so used to the 
clamor and confusion and squalor 
of her own environment that she 
was unhappy without them. When, 
at the end of her week of country 
life, she got back to her old haunts, 
she ran hilariously after the hurdy- 
gurdy playing In the crow ded noisy 
street crying, “New York's the 
place."

To Turn to the Left 

Before starting a left turn, 
place the car iri the left line of 
traffic in plenty of time to not [ 
interfere with the free movement 
l of vehicle- proceeding in the same j 
direction. Be sure to give a left j 
1 turn hand signal after you are [ 
sure traffic is clear, so this move 
can be safely made. After the 
car is so placed and you can pro¬ 
ceed with the turn, again give the 
left hand turn signal. Pull the 
car up toward ami as near as pos¬ 
sible to the right hand side of j 
the center of the intersection. 
Continue the left hand turn signal 
until the turn has been completed. 
Proceed very carefully in breaking 
through traffic going in opposite j 
I direction. Other traffic in the j 
intersection approaching you on 1 
the right has the right of way. 

To Turn to the Right 
Drive as near as practicable to ' 
the right hand side of the road at J 
ail times. Keep off street car j 
tracks, except iri passing other J 
machines, or in making a turn to ; 
the left. In making a right hand j 
turn the law requires the car to ! 
lie in the first line of traffic near- , 
jest the curb before the turn can 
i be made. In making this turn , 
give the right hand turn signal 
immediately. Continue the signal 
until the turn has been completed, j 
Drive slowly. Be careful of the 
pedestrian, especially on this turn. J 
The pedestrian has the same right ; 
under the law to cross the street, 
providing he uses caution, as you 
I should do. 

Turning Between Intersections 
Form the habit of making left 
hand turns at intersections only. 
Although the California state law 
gives the right to turn between 
intersections in a residence dis¬ 
trict, when no vehicle is approach¬ 
ing from either direction within 
200 feet, drivers should think 
twice before taking advantage of 
such rights, even when sure there 
is no danger of collision with 
other vehicles anil the street is 
wide enough for sucli turns with¬ 
out backing for clearance.

In New Jersey, for ex¬ 
ample, the heating effect of the 
1 sunshine Is at a minimum on De¬ 
cember 22 of each year, hut the 
lowest temperature of ttie winter 
occurs fully a month later, on Jan 
nary 25, The greatest solar heat- 
, Ing occurs at the summer solstice. 

June 22, but the highest average 
temperatures fall about the end of 
Inly. The autumnal equinox, Sep¬ 
tember 21, occurs, therefore, only

the vernal equinox, March 21. Is 
j separated from the time of high- I 
est by fully 130 daya, and Is sep- 
1 1 irated only about 50 duys from the
